Activity at the Pennsylvania R ail­ 
road freight station here has been 
going steadily upw ard despite a 
general decline at all but one other 
point on the railroad's New York 
division. 
During the first six m onths of 
this year Bristol and Metuchen, N. 
J., were the only districts where 
railroad business showed an in­ 
crease over the same period last 
year. Btrikes and other economic 
difficulties turned the trend down­ 
ward for all other places on the 
division. 
The freight figures for this last 
June give an Indication of the In­ 
dustrial nature of this area. The 
railroad handled 499 carloads of 
Inbound freight during June, while 
outgoing cargoes totaled 591 full 
carloads. In June. 1949, there were 
494 outbound cars and 933 inbound 
This seems to Indicate that huge 
am ounts of Incoming raw m ater­ 
ials, which are usually shipped In 
full carloads, are needed to keep 
the producing industries here busy. 
This Is further shown by the fig­ 
ures which show that 499 tons of 
less than car load freight, Id , was 
shipped out during the same period. 
as com pared with 297 Id tons com­ 
ing In. 
The high rate of outbound Id 
tonnage shows that the raw m a­ 
terials received in car load form 
are processed and sent out to all 
parts of the country as sm aller fin-
